This tailless, V-shaped plane of the pusher type, pictured in 
flight near Miami, Fla., represents the dreams cf the late Glenn 
Curtiss, aviation pioneer, of a practically fool-oroof craft which 
can be produced cheaply.

shortly before his death, the ‘‘Arrowhead Safety Plane,” as it is 
called, is powered with a three-cylinder motor and has a landing 
speed of only 19 miles per hour.
